Occasional Papers on Chinese Philosqphy. 
No, ¥i. The Chinese Bible—By 
Chaluner Alabaster. Shanyhai, 1879. 

Mr, Alabaster seeing to us to he fighting 
for a mere empty namo when fe says, “it 
is time that the ridiculons inistransiation by 
which the Kany and Shon are rendered “the 
‘hinese Classiex’ shall be abandoned :"" at 
Tall events his words can have little meaning 
until we know what are his detinitions ot 
the words ‘Bible’ aul (Classics.” In Eng- 
Jand, at the preseul day, the ward Bible 
means a book, translated from little knowa 
tongues, eonsis'iuy of two parts, both very 
beantiful, one part of which telly ns the 
history and laws ut people different in 
thought, colowr, and habit ftem our ances 
tors and oursclves, ak very few portions 
of the teachings nt whieh ave embudied in 
our present religion, the other part of which 
tells us the histury uf enc man, —hkewise a 
complete foreigner to the Enropeins of the 
tine, — and of his disciples: also of the won- 
derfal humanity an contempt of ecremony ; 
the democracy, the matchless gentleness and 
{ the purity of that une man. of his teachings; 
j and of the somewhat loss beautiful acts and

eall a Consul in Chinese a Seondnet-business- 
officer,” whieh is nol the exact meaning of a 
“Coneul,” who again ix nut what Napoleow 
Buonaparte was, uor what Cicero and Man- 
lius were. 

It is very possible that we may find in 
the Chinese Canon ‘a wondrous theory of 
thesmateriul furmation uf Ube universe 5” but 
why does not Mre Alabaster induct us inte 
the mysteries ot his erafl lr “no sinoly- 
wae has as yot attained the knowledge of 
the Chinese Literature without which the 
altempt at ity translation would be hope- 
logs,” how dovs Mr. Alubaster knew any- 
| thing about itY Lf ‘te Joreigners so tur, 
and to Chinese also, it js almost a sealed 
houk,” and if we ure to “attain the know- 
ledge uf the Chinese Literature and Lungn- 
age” only to divest the Carou~ ofthe 
notiscuse Caused by iguorunt commentators,” 
where ave we to begin? We veuture lo 
suggest that, with the assistance of the best 
Chinese books and teachers wo can get, we 
may well do whatwe can, Quo man’s lifeis not 
sullicient to uuderstand what Mr Alabaster 
says nu Chinese or foreigner has ever yet un- 
derstood. Morrison begius und does what he 
can; Wilhams, itel, and Legge utilise his 
labuurs, and add more, Each disappears, oF 
will disappear from the secue in turn; und 
others voine on. Lt ia useless as well as 
ungenerous tu kiek down the ladder behind 
one, and blame the man who held it, whilst 
wo climbed up, because ho was not at or 
near the tup tov, 

Mr. Alabaster appears to belong to the 
sohoul of Mr. Kingsmill: he stands looking 
on with a sponge in bis hand whilst others do 
all the fighting ; and when the fight is over 
he supplies the warriors with a tactical sketch 
shewing how much belter it might hare 
been done. {Ve are willing to beliove that 
Mr, Alabaster could, if he worked patiently 
and conseientiously, netiat us all very much, 
but as yet we cannot help remarking yague- 
ness and mysticism ia much that he has 
written. Even in the present pamphlet we 
haye to grope amongst words for his ideas, 
For instance: “ Poets wore no more perfect 
3000 years ago than they are now, and the 
writers of tho Sin Hy were not, it must 
be remembered, inspired, but in few if any 
of the Penlins is wanting the line of truth 
which gave it popularity at the time it was 
oomposed and haa kept it living ever since.” 
Here we cannot make out of what, book he 
is speaking, stil less what he says of it 
Again “ we find a gem of thought or chrys- 
tal-(aie) of feeling beneath, which makes us 
wonder how auch men could be before the 
time when Printing, Railways, Telographs, 
and Telephones had oume to being.” ‘Shen 
what sayages wo all must haye been before 
tha year, 1840! Where were the gems in 
Newton's, 6h kespear’s, and Harvey’s 
thoughts? This reminds one of General 
Grant's sagacious remark that ‘pork 
would rise” when tho French and Germun 
war broke out. .

The novel which Mr. Piry scleeted is ono 
of the best romances of its elass to bo found 
in the whole range of Chinese belletristic 
literature. Jt is conched in the usual col- 
loqnial style and as the transiator—jrdi-4 
ciously omitted translating tho hightlown | 
pootry with which Chinese novelists gener- 
ally preface each chapter, the casy flow of 
the narrative is’ only interrupted by tho 
oecasional exercises in puctical composition 
which the heroes indulgo in to exhibit so to 
say their literary passports, or by the ro- 
cital of proclamations or quotations from 
the Peking Gazetto, indispenandle in o novel 
like this, which is laid entirely on the lines 
of the social life of the official classes. Mr. 
Piry translates freely but. not unfaithfully, 
his ‘object evidently being to write as if the 
language of China were Parisian French. 
Thus for istance where the original makes 
a person exclaim ‘ Amida Buddha!” Mr. 
Piry substitutes Ah! mon Dica ! " Thos 
niso the very title of the novel “twiee- 
Nowering plum-trees,” which refers to a 
beautiily written scene where one of the 
heroines of the story by fervent prayer 
causes in plumtrees, after dropping all 
their floors ominously of a sudden, to 
break out with maryellens flowers onee 
more, is translated by Mr. Piry ‘!/es prunters 
merreillenz,” whieh translation, though not 
litend, is certainly not inapt. 

This uovel is not anly to bo recommended 
to beginners in the study of the Chinese 
written language ag an casy and profitable 
course of Mandarin veroncalar, but to the 
general stulent of Chinese manners and 
customs, of Chinese life and thought. The 
plot of the story is based on what is a sin- 
sular fuet in tho history of antiquily and 
hy no meins practised in modern Chinese 
siviety, viz, that a man may marry wo 
wives, buth wives uf the same rank and not 
concubines, at the same tine. This gives 
af vonrse immense scupe for the uovelist’s 
qawer of bringing the hero, whe is m love 
with and beloved by onc lady and beloved 
by und loves her intimate driend, without 
any jealousy all round, inte complications 
without end until the double marriage is 
noveluded, when, we presume, things are 
likely to take too impracticable a turn to 
give any further scupe for pleasant writing. 
The author of our novel, however, though 
lw works into this lovo story a serics of 
aftietal igues connceted with the usual 
game yi promotion, and deseri minutely 
flu busy scones of % Chinese official's life in 
Yawn und at Court, is not satistied with 
writing ond novel ata time. Woe have, in 
fuct, hero two noyels based on the same 
tines worked into one—two beloved heroes, 
tuur loving heroines, two wicked Ministers 
of State, four patriotic Imperial Censors, 
politicul eabals and love intrigues, stately 
edicts and proolamutions and touching luve- 
sick yearning in th Le of Werther’s Lei- | 
deny scenes_of tions with 
liberal use of bamboo and torvure, wil 
soenes of sweet whisperings belind the 
ladies’ screen in the inner apartments of the 
Yomén. {[n some inatances the author rises 
to a height of dramatic power which no 
other Chinese novelist has ever reached to 
our knowledge, ‘Tho farewell scene on tho 
tower at tho frontier, where one hervine, 
who sacrifices her happiness to the interests 
of the country in making peace between 
China and the’ Lartar invaders by becoming 
the bride of the Tartar Khan, bids farewell 
to her country and her lover, is most ex- 
quisitely touching. ‘Lhe tragic element is 
represented by the same hergino jumping, 
on tho eve of her proposed marriage to the 
Tartar Khan, down from a rocky height 
into a fathomless abyes whence she is saiely 
carried by genii back into Chinese terri- 
tory, whilst here maid is robed in her bridal 
attire and palmed off on the duped ‘Tartar 
Khan as the bride sont him from China, 
But most sublime is the seene in the plum- 
garden, where fasting and prayer makes the

Indennity for the Loss of a Registered Letter. 


The following Regulations as to the 
Indemnity to be paid in cortain cases on 
the loss of Registored correspondence have 
been mado by His Excellency the Governor 
under Ordinance 10 of 1876, Section XLL. 

The Post Office is not legally rempousible 
for the safo delivery of Registered oorres- 
pondence, but henceforth it will be pre- 
pared to make good the contents of such 
correspondence lost while paseing through 
the Poat, to the extent of $10, in certain 
cases, provided :~— 

1, ‘Lhat the sender duly observed all the 
conditions of Registration require, 

4, That tho lottor was securely enclosed 
in p reasonably strong envelope, 

3, That application was made to the 
Postmaster (cneral of Hongkong im- 
mediately tho loss was discovored, the 
envelope being invariably forwarded with 
such application unless it also is lost. 

4, That the Postmastor General is satis- 
fied that tho loss occurred whilst the corres- 
pondeice was in the custody of the British 
Postal administration in Chins, that it was 
not caused by any fault on the part of the 
sonder, by destruction by fire, or shipwreck,
